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CHAPTER I. 


GENERAL AND POLITICAL. 


The State is situated in the south of Rajputana between 
23*20' and 24*1' north latitude and 73‘’22' and 74*23' east longitude. 
It is bounded on the north by Udaipur ( Mewar ); on the west b^' Idar; 
on the south by Lunawara, Kadana and Sant; and on the cast by 
lianswara. 

2. The countty, though fairly open in the south and cast, 
consists for tlie most part of rocky hills covered with jungles, Thc 
hills attain no great height, the highest peak which is in the extreme 
north-west;, is on!}- 1,811 feet above the sea. In the eastern half the 
land gradu illy slopes to the Ma'ii river, and much of it is very fertile. 
The only perennial rivers are the Main and the Som, but there are 
several other streams such as Jakham, Hajam, Vatrak, Bhadar, 
I\Ioran, Gangli, Saj)an and Veriganga. 

.'I, The area of the State is 1,400 square miles and the popula- 
tion according to the census of 1941, is 2,74,282 souls consisting of 
1,39,241 males and 1,3;‘),041 females. There are 2,59,149 Hindus, 
6.047 Jains, 9,068 Musalmans and IS of other religions. The gross 
average annual revenue of the State is Rs. 10,39,375 and the average 
expenditure Rs. 8,43,863. The State pays a tribute of Rs. 17,500 to 
the British Government as stipulated under Article 9 of the Trcal^'^ 
of 1818. 


4. Ho railwa}’ traverses any part of the Stale. The nearest 
raihvaj’ stations, Udaipur and Talod, are 07 and 82 miles rcsjjeclively 
from the Capital. There arc metalled roads within the municipal 
limits of the Capital and from Dungarpur to Kherwara. The work of 
metalling the Dungarpur-Sagwara-Galiakot road has been taken up. 
There is a not work of fair weather roads for wheeled traflic through- 
out the State, which is kept in good order. Regular motor .services 
run from Dungarpur to Sag.vara, to Galiakot. to Kherwara and to 
Modasa via l^atanpur, from Sabla to Partabgarh and from Galiakot to 
Dohad iiiid Godhra. 

5. Dungarpur, Sagwara and Galiakot are served by combined 
Post and Tolegrapli Ofliecs; Sabin. Bankora and Aspur arc served by 
Departmental offices. 'J’here is a State Postal Servieo between the. 
Capital and important villages. Postal facilities for the interior are- 
being extended. 

0. 'J’ho Rulers arc the head of the Ahara brnneh of the illu-strioui 
Gtihilol ( Sisodin ) el.an of Rajputs. The Guhilofs are the most 
celebrated of the Thirtysix Royal R.'ie'’s of India and are descended 
from Shri Ram, the hero of the Ramayan. The House of Duiiimrpur 
represents the eldest branch of the House of Mewar.

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7. Till.' iSl-4itc ''Vas foiincleil in Saui'.'.it (A.D. 1171), 

when Pawal Samant Singhji, Ruler of Chittor and the eldo'st son of 
Rawnl K^hemSinshji. left his pntrimonj' and after sla 3 dng Chaurasimal, 
conquereii the territorj’- of Vagad which is now divided into the two 
•States of Dung!) rpm* and Danswara. .Maharawal UJai Singhji I, who 
fell fighting gallaritl}’ against Babar at the battle of Khanwa in A. D. 
1527 divid'vl his territories between his two sons; the elder son, 
Pnthvirajji. retained the western portion, Dimgarpur, while the 
younger ^on, Jaginalji, received the eastern portion, subseqiientlj’- 
known as Banswara. The Rulers of Dungarp r also enjoj'cd high izzat 
and digni» 3 ’ during the Moirhul period. The Emperor Shahjehi?! 
conferred on M.iharawal Punjrajji the insignia of the Main marntib 
together with a Dedh-Hazari Mansab and a Z,it of 1500 SoAvars. In 
1818, Maharawal Jn-swant Singhji II, concluded a L’rcatj’ of perpetual 
friendship, alliance and unit}’ of interests with the British Govtrn- 
ment.

8. His Highness Rai-i-Ra^'an Mahirnahcndra Maharajadhir.ij 
Maharawal iShri Sir Lakslnnan .Singhji Baha tur K. t-'. S. I., is the 
31st Ruler of the State. His Highness was born on the 7th March, 
lfl08 and succeeded to the. Gadi on the loth November, 1918. He 
was married in 1921 to a daughter of the Raja Sahib of Bhinga in 
U.P. from Avhom His Highness has one Maharaj Kumari. In 1928 
His Highness was married a second time to the S(>6ond Maharaj 
Ktimari of His Late Highness Maharaja Shri Madan Singhji Bahadur 
of Kishengarh, from AA'hom His Highness has an Heir-appareiit, two 
Maharaj Kumars and three Maharaj Kumaris.

:Mrs. Irene Lcaa-ip who has been appointed ns Govcrnc.s.s-Comf)anion. 
Itaj Pandit Ichchha Nath imparts Hindi and Sanskrit education and 
religious instruction. 3.’hakur Udaj' Vir Singh M. A,, LL. H., assisted 
bv Pandit Gokul Rani Shnrmu, B. A., and Pandit Gopal Vallabh 
Vialmrad is entrusted Avith the education of the Maharaj Kimiar.s. 


11. His Highness h.as one sister, aa'Iio is married to Shriman 
Mahnmj Kumar Shri Pmlap Singhji Bahadur, tlm Heir-apparent of 
Wnnk.incr St.atc. 


12. IliBHighne>;3 has three brothers, Maharaj Shri Virhhudra 
Singhji Sahib of Punjpur, M. A. { O.xon ), is Avorking as MimhIb-i-Ala 
in tile State. Maharaj Shri Nagcndra Singhji Sahib of Knratili. jj. a. 
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( Cantab ) 1. C. S. is poslcd as Assistant Commissionor at Chiuodwara 
in the Central Provincei. IMaharaj Shri Pradyumnn Singhji Sahib is 
studying for the degree of M. Sc- ( Agri. ) at the Lyallpur Agriculturnl 
College. 

13. The auspicious Birthday of His Highness the Malmrawal 
Sahib Bahadur was celebrated in the usual manner on the 3rd March, 

1941. A salute of 15 guns was fired, rewards were distributed to the 
State servants for good work, prisoners were released, the j)oor were 
fed and prayers were offered in temples and mosques. There was 
genei'a! rejoicing among His Highness’ subjects throughout the State. 

14. The auspicious occasion of the Birthday of His Majestj’ the 
King Emperor was celebrated as ii.sunl on the 13th June, 1941. The 
poor were fed and praj'crs were offered in places of worship. 

15. ( 1 ) His Highness proceeded to Delhi on the ISth March, Movcmtiiuoj 

1941 to attend the annual session of the Chamber of Princes. On the ***?*•"'''*> 

20th JIarch. Hi.s Highne.s.s proceeded to Cliilla near Hardwar for 

Shikar. His Highnc.ss had Snnn and Darshan at Hardwar on the 
Hist Marcli and returned to Delhi on the 1st April. 

( 2 ) From Dellii His Highness proceeded to Ajmer and 
stayed there upto the 7th April. In Ajmer, His Highness laid the 
Found.'ifion stone of the D. A. V. Agricidtural and Technical College 
building and attended meetings of the Working Com7niUce and 
General Council of the Mayo College. 

( 3 ) His Highness was on tour in the State from the 16th 
May to the 27th May, 1941. Ho visited Katara, Sagwara and 
Dutitfar-Saran among other places. 

( 4 ) His Highnp!»s proceeded to Bombay on the 3rd 
August, 1941 to attend the meeting of the Standing Committee of the 
Cliainber of Princes and returned to the Capital on the 7th Augiist, 

1941. 


16. In the yc.'ir. under report. Hi.s Higlme.'^' per.‘<onnl charitir*.*? ju* Hua;.. 
amounted to l-is. I0,,541/-, out of which Ks, 836/- were given for 
oducalionui jjurpo.ses. 

17. On the 11th and 12th of Augu.<5t. 1941, hcav\* rains foil 
throughout the State; more, than 17 inches being rccord(vi at the 
Capital. In some places, t he fall was lic.-ivior. The Mahi. the .Smn 
and the Moran rivons recorded nnprecedented floods and villages near 
thc.‘:c rivers stiffered much damage. Tlie town of Gali.akot on the haul; 
of the Mahi wa,s the greatest .sufferer. His Highness was jdeased to 
donate n sum of Ks. 1000/- to give immediate relief to the inhabitants 
of the town and a committee was np})ointed to di.sfrilnjtc food arid 
clolho.s to the afilicted. Another sum of H.s. .500/.. wa.s .eanetionefl by 
His Iligbnpas to be distributed as T.accnvi to the llood-strikcn people

'I’his amount includctl 
donations of Rs. 5,000/- from His Highness and another Rs. .5,000/- 
from the Members of the Ruling Family. Rupees one hundred ami 
one ( 101 ), the proceeds of a drama staged by the staff and studonls 
of Shri Maharawnl High Scliool, were also contributed to the said 
Fund. Resides these, Rs. 100/- were sent to the Red Cross Society, 
Rajputana Branch, Abu; Rs. 200/- were sent to Lady Lothian’s War 
Fund Fete, Abu; Rs. 100/- were contributed to the Hellenic War 
Fund, Bombay; Bs. 552/- were sent 1o Lady Lothian for the Indian 
Bed Cross Unit and Bs. .330/- were subscribed to difiiiTcnt War Funds 
from time to time during the year under report.

30. Tlip State Army consists of the Shri Bijaj' Paltan, the Fanj, 
the JM.«ala Klias and the Artillery. 

•10. Tlic Paltan consists of three sections, A.,B., & C.. and 
the Band. On account of the war it was deemed expedient to re- 
organize the Force on modern lines and to provide it with better equip- 
ment and personnel. His Highne.ss the ^laharawal Sahib Bahadur 
wa.s pleased to constitute section A as the Bijay Paltan and to take 
over the force under his direct supervision. Sections B. & C. were 
renamed as I'^auj and were left under the eliargeof the Superintendent 
of Police as Fauj Bakshi. 

41. The newly constituted Bijay Paltan was reorganized and 
distributed into 3 .sections consisting of — 

( 1 ) an Infantry Compan)’, ( 2 ) the Signalling Section and 
( 3 ) the Band. 

42. The Infantry Companj' consists of four Platoons of three 
Sections each. Each Platoon has one Jamadar and 30 rank and file. 

43. The signalling section consists of one Platoon of two 
sections. This Platoon has one Jamadar and 21 rank and file. 

44. The Band has one Band blaster and 21 Sepoys. 

45. In order to strengthen the Force both in number and 
quality, immediate steps were taken to enlist recruits. During the 
year under report IIG recruits from all communities were enlisted and 
tT.'dncd. Thirty-one ( 31 ) trained recruits were promoted to the rank 
of sepoy.s and were provided with uniforms. 

40. Some changes were made in the uniform of the Force: the, 
rejilaccment of Safa by Topi, bearing the State Crest, being the 
principal change. 

47. 'I he rank and file of the Force, including the recruits, were 
regularly drilled and trained according to a fixed programme. A 
parade-gi-ound was placed at the disposal of the Paltan and several 
other facilities were provided for playing games such as fool.-balI, 
tug-of-wnr, vault-horse, high-jump, long-jump, etc. 

48. The Paltan was moved from the Kuriala Gate to Veerpur 
Kr>thi. about two miles away from the Capital and new barraclcs were 
roii‘,»ructcd for the accommodation of the Force. 
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49. With the shifting of tlie :MiIitan' Ilcadquart-ers to n comna- 
ralively distant place, it became ncccssarj- to lia%’c a grocer's shop 
near the barracks to save the sepoys long journeys for making daily 
purchases. A local trader was induced to open a shop of retail sale 
of all articles of daily necessity at Veorpur in the month of .January, 
19J1. The Commanding Officer has been entrusted with the .supervi- 
sion of the shop. 

50. The signalling section was provided with now instrumonls 
and signalling practice was pursued more regularly with good rc.suhs. 

51. Similai’ly, the Band continued to function .salisfactoril 3 ' 
during the j’car. 

52. Particular attention was paid to the disci])line of the Force. 

Breach of discijdine on the part of anj’’ person, officer or otheTwi.'^e. 
was strictlj' dealt witli after due inquirie.s. A few habitual ofTenrIcr.s 
who were n danger to the sound and satisfactorv running of the 
department, were court-martiallcd and puni.sbcd with impri.sonments 
of various terms according to the nature and gravit v of the olTence. 
This had the desired cfl’cct and cases of indiscipline have decreased 
markedly. ' 


53. New Rules were framed to govern the ‘Half-mounting 
Fund ’ by which the contril)utiou from the State has been increased. 

54. Similarlv, new .sets of Bulc.s were brought into force which 
were ncccssaiy for the purpo.se of sound uiul cRcctivc rcorgani.satioii. 

55. Hi.s llighnc.ss the .Mahamwal Sahib B.ihadiir wa.s plc.ised to 
grant several promotions in rank .and p.a^* to deserving candidates. 


5(5. As wa.*.' expected, the rcorg.aui.sation of the Paltan proved to 
be expensive. The price.s of all militar\* goods have soared duo i'l the 
War and at timc.s it was difficult even to procure them. Tiie total 
expenditure incurred on the Paltan dtiiing the j'oar .ainminb-d to lis. 
20,520/- a.s coiujiarcd with Bs. 10,776/- of the la.'-t yc.ir.

Mr. lid 
Tsinail Khan w’as transferred from the Customs and Excise Depart- 
ment and appointed Assistant Census Superintendent. 

66. The prep.aration of village registers w'as first undcrtalcon 
and was completed by the l‘>th llarch, 1940. The State territory 
was divided into charges, circles and blocks and placed under seven 
charge superintendents, 157 supervisors and 1,038 enumorators, 

67. The operations were divided into three parts. 'J’he first 
part of the operations was to take the census of the (ixed poiuilation, 
the second part was to take the census of lloating population and the 
third was the revision of the census of the fixed population. The 
first part was completed before the 28th l^ebruary, 1041 and the census 
of the fioating population was taken on the Ist JIarch, 1911. The 
revision of the census of the fixed population and the work of co- 
rclating it with the work done on the 1st March, 1941 was completed 
on the 2nd and 3rd Mai’ch, 1941.

CHAPTER IV. 

The Revenue Department. 

91. Jlr. Roop Kishore Gupta, acted as the Rovcmio Officer up 
to the 10th March, 1941, when IBabu Govind Prasad, a retired Tchsil- 
flat of the Central Provinces, was appointed to the post and Mr. Roop 
Kisliorc Gupta reverted to his post of Sadar Munsarim. 

92. The Revenue Officer Avas on tour for 2G days, and the 
Assistant Revenue Officer for 50 days, making a total of 82 days. In 
1939-40, the Revenue Officer, the Sadar Munsarim and the Assistant 
RcA’enue Officer had toured for 44 days in aggi-egate. 

93. The total area of cultivated land is nearly 300 square miles. 
'J’lie aggregate area of cultivated Khalsa lands is 164 square miles and 
that of Jagir and Muafi lands under cultivation is approximately 
the .same. 

94. For administrative purposes the State is divided into four 
Revenue Tafas, namclj', Baran, Tarpod, Chhasat and Chaurasi each 
under a Girdawar. 

95. The total number of villages in the State during the year 
under report was 815. Of tlic.se 410 were Khalsa, 302 .lagir and 103 
^luafi villages. The system of tenure in the State is ryotwari. The 
Darbar arc the owner of all land in the State; the cultivator possesses 
the hereditary right to cultivate his land. He cannot sell it, though 
he can mortgage it for a maximum period of 20 years. A mortgage 

for any longer period requires the special sanction of the State. The 

cidtivutor is not dispossessed of his holding save for non-payment of 
rent. The cultivator enjoys those rights whether in KJialsa, Jagir or 
i^Iunfi. ihe 302 villages in Jagir are held by the nobles or Jagirdars 
of the State who comprise — 

(1) the Bhnyats, ( Rajwics and Havcliwalas ). The 
Bhnyats arc given Jagirs as “ Jivikn ”. They arc 
granted special privileges Avhich are not accorded to 
the other Jagirdars of the State. 

( 2 ) the ** Solah ” wire enjoy the honour of Tazim, 

( 3 ) the “ Battis ” or second class Sardars, and 

{ 4 ) a grc.it number of minor tankedars knoivn as “ Guda- 
bandi ”. 

The Jagirdars are given the right of collecting rent'? 
itr the lillagCvS constituting their Jagirs and cannot alienate any part 
of the Jagirs by sale, Tnortg,ige or gift. If the Jagirdar has to provide 
for a c.'(dot of hh house or give land in lieu of service he has to obtain 
the special sanction in ivriting of the Darbar. The .Jagirdars arc 
bound to assist the Darbar when called upon to do so wilh all ihrir 
Tc.^ourew; and they have to attend State Darbars. In return the 
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Darbar allow them to hold their estates in some cases free of rent but 
in most cases they have to pay the tanka or tribute which is supposed 
to be one third of the Jagirdar’s income from his villages, but is at 
present much less. The Darbar have the right of raising or lowering 
the tribute at will. Succession to Jagir is governed by the lifaiirus-i-ala 
rules which mean that only a lineal male descendant of the original 
grantee can succeed. The Jagirdars have to pay a Nazrana or succch- 
sion fee on each succession. The law of primogeniture is general. 

There are special rules relating to adoption. 

90. The 103 muafi villages are held in munfl i. c. free of all 
rent. There are four kinds of inuafis in the State, namely 

1. Religious grants, 2. Charitable grants, 3. Kbidmati 

grants and 4- Inami grants. 

All muafidars are required to abide by the Stale regulations 
and are not permitted to alienate any part of their grants; such an 
niionalion involves the forfeiture of the whole of the grant. The 
holders are not at liberty to adopt whom they please; the written 
sanction of the Darbar must be obtained, and only lineal descendants 
of the original grantee are considered capable of inheriting the miinfis 
after adoption. The muafidars are required to pay a ccss of one anna 
in the rupee on the income they receive from the grant held by them. 

97. In the year under report, 4 villages (Masana, Ivlialil, Qr,ni wfl rtnampUcn ot 
Gamirpura and Dhunda-ki-Dhani ) were tr.ansfcrrcd from Khalsn to J.Rif* 

Jagir, per contra, 4 villages, { Garha Bhaba, ’’'Jagabor, *Dcndli and 
“’Hnnsiabao) were transferred from Jagir to Khalsa. The asterisked 
villngea formed part of Patta Dhamod and were resumed for non- 
observance of the Jagir regulations. The munfi-viUage. Navnunon 
Farrash was lesumcd and 15 forest villages were classified as villages. 

Thus the number of Kalsa villages increased from 394 to 410. of Jagir 
villages remained stationary and of muafi villages decreased from 104 
to 103; the total number increased from 800 to 815.

period of the settlement was fixed for ten years. No -village boundaries 
howe-ver, were demarcated. Tho period of this settlement expired in 
1935 but owing to bad years the term of the settlement -was 
extended for a further period of five years which expired during tho 
year under report and the question of undertaking a revision is under 
consideration. 

99. Two Xhalsa villages and three Jagir villages ( under the 
Court of Wards ) which were surveyed last year were assessed to 
revenue in the year under report. In addition, two muafi villages, 12 
foiest villages and 8 Khalsi villages were classified and assessed to 
revenue. Ten Jagir and muafi villages were surveyed. They will be 
assessed next year.

107. The total sum advanced as Taccavi including arrears 
amounted to Rs. 11,323/-. Out of this amount Rs. 5,704:/- were 
realised, and Rs. 48/- remitted, leaving Rs. 5,571/- in balance. 

108. During the year under report a scheme has been sanctioned 
for providing seeds to agriculturists. It was found by experience that 
the cultivator, specially the Bhil had difficulty in obtaining seeds from 
the Banias on reasonable terms. The scheme provides for making 
seed available to the cultivator by the State. During the year under 
report 1,620 Udaishahi maunds of makki seed were distributed. The 
scheme provides that on the harvesting of the crop, the cultivator 
will repay to the State one and a quarter seers for every seer of seed 
taken by him. The Banias used to take one and a half to two seers 
for every seer given by them. It will be seen, therefore, that this 
provides a boon to the agriculturists.

( 1 ) The Benislnvar Mela, held at the confluence of tho 
Main and Som rivers and attended by a largo 
number of devout Hindus ; 

( 2 ) The Pir Fakhruddin IMcla at Galiakot, to which come 
members of the Bohra community fro n distant- 
lands; and 

(3) The Shri Bijaya Mela at the Capital, held in 
memory of His late Highness. People from adjoining 
villages and neighbouring States come in large 
numbers and exhibitions of Art and agriculture aro 
held during the fair. 

114. Village forests are generally under the supervision of the 
Kevenne Department and are set apart to meet the demands of 
agricultural classes. The income derived from such forests is shown 
under the head “Forest” and is devoted to works of rural uplift. A 
sum ofRs. 26,973/- was in deposit with the Shri Ramchandra Lakshman 
Bank under this head at the close of the year under report. 

115. The number of cases pending at the close of the last year 
was 1,537 and 1,346 cases wore filed during the year, making a total 
of 2,883. Of these 1,324 cases wore disposed of, leaving 1 , 5(^0 ponding. 

116. Five hundred and twenty-six (520) docamieiits • of the 
value of Rs. 92,235/- were registered as compared with .528 doctunents 
of the value of Rs. 86,104/-, registered in 1939-40; an income of 
Rs. 607/— was derived as against Rs. 755/— in the previous year. 

117. In the year underreport the rainfall at the Capital was 
37-68 inches. For details see Appendix III. 

The economic condition of the people was on the tvliolo 
satisfactory. 

118. A Marketing Board was constituted with effect from the 

1st May, 1940 under the Presidentship of B. Suwalal Rawat, Superin- 
tendent of Customs and Excise.

The grazing 
charges yielded Rs. 1,833/- as against Rs. 4,09/i/- in the previous 
year.

127. As the r.omadic Banjaras habitually lift cattle and attempt 
to evade the payment of customs dues, a police constable is deputed 
to remain with, and look after, every gang from which a regulated 
charge is made. The aggregate realisation from this charge in the 
year under report amounted to Rs. 148/-. 

128. The export duty on minor forest produce such as gum, lac, 
honey, wax, mahua, punwar, timber, asbestos, anwal bark etc., 
collected during the year, amounted to Rs. 1,549/- as against Rs. 
2,212/- of the previous year. The income was credited under the 
head “ Forests ” as usual.

142. The Chauksi is required to examine the ornament or the 
article sent to him and to certify whether it contains any alloy and if 
so the quantity of the alloy. A fixed commission is charged for this 
and accounts are kept on prescribed Registers. 

143. In 1939-40 Rs. 2,173/- were realised as huq chauksi ; in 
the year imder report Rs. 2,596/- were realised.

CHAPTER VI. 

The Forest Department. 

144. Pandit Uma Shanker Pathak, Superintendent of Forests. 

145. The forests of the State are classified into — 

V 

( 1 ) State Reserves, which consist of- 

( a ) Reserve No. I, including the game preserves, 
of an aggregate area of 96,235 Bighas, in which 
cutting is prohibited, and 

( b ) Reserve No. P! of an aggregate area of about 
8,32,835 Bighas, which provides timber for the 
needs of the people ; 

and 

( 2 ) Village Forests which consist of- 

( a ) protected viliage forests of an -aggregate area 
of about 40,000 Bighas ; 

( b ) unclassified village forests to meet the require^ 
ments of the agriculturists and of an aggre- 
gate area of about 10,71,100 Bighas, of which 
some are under the supervision of the Revenue 
Department, some under the supervision of the 
Forest Department and some under that of 
Jagirdars ; and 

( c ) Devasthan reserve of an aggregate area of 
about 1,000 Bighas. 

146. For the purpose of departmental supervision, the forests 
are divided into three ranges - Eastern, Western and Southern — each 
under the charge of a ranger. 

147. The forests of the State are mixed forests and most of 
them are hilly. Trees of comparatively bigger girth are few. When 
a Sagwan tree attains a girth of more than 2J feet, rot sets in. Under 
these conditions the following methods of treatment are adopted: — 

( i ) improvement felling, 

( ii ) coppice with standard, 

( iii ) selection felling, 

( iv) clear felling. 

148. The growth of trees, particularly of the more valuable 
ones, such as Sagwan { Taotona Grandis ) Sadar ( Terminalia Tomen- 
tosa ) Kamra ( Stephegyne parvefolia ) Haldaru ( Adina oordifolia ) and 
Timru ( Diospyros malanoxylon ) was satisfactory. In certain areas 
the growth of bamboo trees was remarkably vigorous. The growth of 
grass too was appreciably better than in the previous year. 
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149. Fresh plantings were protected. Thinning was carried 
out by eliminating useless trees. Trees which had suffered from fire, 
disease or frost were ^stematically fdled. Promising plants were 
estabhshed and climbers and parasites were destroyed. In regions 
where there is pure regeneration, the use of coppice for raising new 
jungles is being made and one such plot is prepared every year. 
Special attention is paid to pure regeneration. The result achieved 
has so far been satisfactory. In some jxmgles there was danger of fires 
breaking out because of the excessive growth of fire— wood. Cleaning 
operations were, therefore, undertaken. The removal of dry bamboos 

. has not only brought income but provided room for the growth of 
new bamboos. 

150. In extending the growth of Sagwan ( tectona grandis ) the 
use of coppice shoots has been found to be more profitable thn.!! the 
use of seedlings. 

161. Not much work was done at the nursery in the year under 
report. The number of plantations has not increased. A few aloe 
and tung plants were imported and established. Their condition is 
^atiSfactory. 

162. A number of areas was subjected to clear felling, the 
shoots are in a satisfactory condition. 

163. In the years 1938-39 and 1939-40 purp catechu was 
manufactured and sold. In the year under report catechu of the 
Cawnpore quality was manufactured. The net income from this was 
Rs. 4,813/-. 

164. In those parts of the reserve forests where afforestation is 
not possible or remunerative and agriculture appears to be a practical 
proposition, new settlement is encouraged. 

Fourteen ( 14 ) new forest villages had been established 
before the year under report ; 12 of these have been surveyed and 
assessed to revenue. In the year under report 2 new forest villages 
Were established and 2 villages were declared to be forest villages. 
The forest villages are under the. afdministration of the Revenue 
Department. 

165. lii order to meet the demands of the Capital, the Depart- 
ment maintains a godown in which timber, firewood, grass and Ohar- 
coal are stored. Fomteen bullock carts are employed for transport. 
The total income from the sale of firewood, charcoal and timber in 
the whole State amounted to Rs. 3,180/-.

177. The offences reported during the year numbered 683 as 
against 806 offences reported in the previous year. Of the 1,826 
persons involved, 182 were convicted in the Courts of the Magistrates, 
407 were discharged, cases relating to 633 were compounded, 35 were 
acquitted, 25 were committed for trial to the Shasan Sabha and 46 
died or absconded during the pendency of the prosecutions^ thus 498 
awaited trial at the close of the year. 

178. Five ( 6 ) appeals were filed .in the Court of the 1st Class 
Magistrate at Dungarpur from the sentences passed by the II Class 
Magistrate at Sagwara. Out of which 4 were disposed of and 1 remained 
pending at the close of the year. 

179. Eighty-three ( 83 ) miscellaneous cases were pending at 
the opening of the year under report and 116 were instituted during 
the year, making a total of 199. Out of these 166 wore disposed of, 
leaving 33 pending. 

180. Full details of the cases instituted and disposed of by the 
various courts in the State during the year are given in Appendices V 
to VII. 

181. The total receipts from court fees, fines and bona vacantia 
amounted to Rs. 23,815-3-11 as against H-s. 24,133-12^ . of the 
previous year.

careful attention of the religious instructor. For classes VI to IX odnoation. 
prescribed courses of study have been in use since July, 1940. 

218. The Rajput Boarding house is located for the present in jrb put Boarding hou so. 
the town. The number of Boarders is now 29. 

219. A private chhatralaya is run by Pandit Bhogilal Pandya, Privato ohhattaiayaa. 
a teacher of Shri Maharawal High School in a house granted free of 

rent by the State; 61 students resided in this Chhatralaya. The 
Bhattmewara Jati Hitkarini Sabha and the members of the Audich 
community maintain chhatralayas for the students of their respective 
communities; 22 students resided in these chhatralayas. 


220. The students play hockey, football and cricket at the Shri Gamos an i dtiii, 
Lakshman Grounds. Volley ball, Dodge ball, tillow anb kabaddi are 
also played regularly. In Shri Maharawal High School, drill is 
compulsory for all classes except class HI. 


221. This movement continued to do .good work in moulding couia. 

the character of the boys. 

222. Pandit Damodarlal, Inspector of Schools, was on tour for Inspection. 

125 clays. The Heaa Master of Shri Maharawal High School was on 

tour for 1*. days. State Officers while on tour also visit and inspect 
village schools. 


223. The system of giving training at the Capital to the teachers viJiagc tottcherfi* trwnii g 
of the village schools and subjecting them to periodical examinations, 

which was introduced in 1935, has proved beneficial. 

224. This school prepares girls for the Praveshika examination ^ Knnya 

of the Mahila Vidya Pith of Allahabad. So far all the candidates rMhainio. 

sent up by the school have passed. It must be stated, how ever, that 

none of the candidates took the examination in all the prescribed 
subjects. There are at present 6 students studying for the cxamina 
tioh. The number of students on the roll of the school,^ w c 
171 at the close of the previous year, was found to have incrca'sc o 
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191 at the close of the year under report. Her Highness the Senior 
Maji Sahiba is pleased to award annually three locket Medals to the 
girls of this school for general proficiency, and for proficiency in 
sewing and knitting. 

22". The girls schools at Sagwara and Simalwara are also doing 
well. On the 30th September, 1941, 69 students were on the roll of 
the Sagwara School as against 42 on the same date in the preceding 
year. The number on the roll of the Simalwara School has decreased 
from 34 to 31. 

226. During the year under report a Sanskrit Pathshala was 
opened at Kharagda by the people of that village. As the population 
of the village consists mostly of Brahmins, the Pathshala should be of 
great benefit to the community. 

227. The school maintains a Book Depot which is financed out 
of a sum of Rs. 400/- advanced to the School by the State. Out of 
the profits of the Depot, a sum of Rs. 60/- is given to the Boys’ 
Library every year. 

228. Chawdhry Krishna Hand, M .A., is in charge of the 
Library and the Reading Room. 

229. The Ducat Library contains 4,000 books in English, 
Sanskrit, Hindi, Gujarati and Urdu. An annual grant of Rs. 300/- is 
mfide by the State; this is supplemented by an annual grant of Rs. 
100/- from the Municipal Board. 

230. The Reading Room is provided with English and Hindi 
newspapers and journals. 

2. The Medical Department. 

231. Dr. K.D.S. Rao, M.B.B.S., E.R.C.S., ( Edin. ) resumed his 
duties on the 6th September, 1941. 

232- Till then Dr. Hansraj Shah, L. M .P. ( Cal. ), the Sub- 
Assistant Surgeon of Shri Bijay Hospital; discharged the functions of 
the Chief Medical Officer and remained in charge of the Shri Bijay 
Hospital at the Capital. 

233. Dr. B. N. Sharma and Dr. Janki Sharma resigned and 
relinquished their posts from the 15th March, 1941. 

234. Dr. Tulsiram Upadhye, S. A. S. was in charge of the 
Sagwara Dispensary throughout the year. 

235. Dr. K. C. Narrilla, L.M.P. was appointed with effect from 
the 10th August, 1941, as Sub-Assistant Surgeon. 

236. • Vaidya Shastri Utsavlal was in charge of the Aushadhor- 
laya. There are two other Vaidyas— Vaidya Kripa Shanker oud 
Vaidya Ganga Ram in the Aushadhalaya. 
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237- Hakim Galib Jang Khan continued to work as the State 
Hakim. 


238. Pandit Ganga Bam, in charge of the Traveling Dispensary, 
toured for 89 days and treated 4,432 patients. 

239. At the beginning of the year, there was one well equipped 
Hospital aiy the Capital, two dispensaries - one at Sagwara and one at 
the Central Jail, one Aushadhalaya at the Capital and a Travelling 
Dispensary. During the year under review, sanction was accorded 
to the Dargah authorities at Galiakot to open a dispensary. 


240. A ward for the treatment of tuberculosis patients was 
constructed outside the Capital. The building has been completed 
but not yet equipped. 


241. The Sbri Bijay Hospital contains 4 wards for indoor 
patients. Three of these are male wards; the Shri Devendra Vanita 
Ashram is a female ward and 3 rooms of the SUvct Jubilee Ward are 
set apart for maternity cases. There is accommodation for 76 beds in 
the Hospital. 

242. The Hospital contains a well equipped operation-theatre 
and a laboratory. 

243. Free diet is supplied to the poor indoor patients. In the 
year under report a sum of Rs. 442/— was spent on this account. 

244. The number of indoor and out-door patients treated 
during the year under report is compared with that of the previous 
year in the following statement : —

' persons. 

VLcoination. 247. The number of children vaccinated during the year under 

report was 4,596 as against 3,406 vaccinated in the previous year;

Dai iraining 248. During the year under report a scheme for the training of 

Dais at the Capital was sanctioned. It has been made compubory for 
every dai to attend cases in the hospital for three months, after which 
she is given a license. When in accordance with the scheme all the 
dais have received training, no dai will be allowed to conduct mater- 
nity cases who does not hold a license issued dy the Chief Medical 
Officer. 

249. Twenty-three dais received training for 3 months in the 
year under report. Fourteen were declared to have qualified 
themselves.

266, Special attention was paid to the cleaning and repair of 
weUs and the disinfecting of water therein. 
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267. The committee contributed a sum of Rs. 161/- for the 
■ purchase of prophylactic anti-cholera inoculations. 

268. The stone wall of the Gaip Sagar tank was repaired. His 
Highness was pleased to make a gift of 7 stone benches for the 

boulevard on the bund of the Gaip Sagar and improvements were 
-made in the wall outside Xuriala Gate. Stone floors were provided 

for the rooms of the Sarai. Repairs were made in the sm all tank out- 
side the Chandpole Gate. The number of street lamps was increased 
by 10. 

269. In the month of April, 1941, owing to communal riots in 
Ahmedabad, about 2,500 refugees poured into the State from that city. 
Under commands of His Highness the Maharawal Sahib Bahadur, who 
himself graciously made a generous donation for this purpose, these 
refugees were fed during their stay in Dungarpur. 

270. The financial position of the Dungarpur Municipal Board 
is satisfactory. The Municipality contributes an aggregate amount of 
Ks. 701/- for primary education, the Ducat Library and the 
Aushadhalaya. 

271. There is nothing special to report about the Sagwara and 
Galiakot Municipal committees. 

272. The conservancy and lighting arrangements for Aspur, 
Sabla, Antii and Mewara are under the supervision of the Customs 
Nakedars of those places. 

273. The main source of Municipal income is Octroi duty, 
which is collected through the Customs Department and handed over 
to Municipa ities.
